The Army of the High Allies, under the 
Command of his Grace the Duke of 
Marlborough, and Prince Eugine of Savoy, 
obtained a moſt Compleat and moſt Glo- 
rious Victory over the Combind Forces of 
the Elector of Bavaria, and the Marſhals 
of France, Tallard and Marſin.

after the Fight near Donawert. After that good Succels, 
we paſs d the Danube, and then the Lech, without Op- 
poſition; and having reduc'd the Town. of Reyn, we 
were, in a manner, Maſters of all Bavaria, whcih the 
Elector abandon'd to us: So that we poſted our ſelves 
where we thought fit, particularly at c, which is 
a very fine Town, and at ;Sebepyoiionſs where we

| ſettled our Magazines. Afterwards we advanc d to Fried. 
berg, where we encamp'd in ſight of the Enemy, who 


had ſtrongly entrench'd themſelves under the Cannon 


of " Augsburgh. It being impoſſible either to draw them 
to an Engagement, or to attack them without great 
Difadvantage ; and the Elector of Bavaria having re- 
turn'd evading Anſwers, to the kind Invitations ſent him 
for an Accomodation; a Party of 4000 Horſe was com- 
manded out to burn and lay waſte his Country. But 
the Elector continuing obſtinate, and depending much 
upon the Relief which Mareſchal Tullard was bringing 
up to him, our Generals reſolv d to 1 bo Exim of 
ngolſtadt ; and Prince Eugine being adyancd as tar as 
. we paſs d the Paer, and came t Tiebasb the 
4th of Aug. Our Left Wing reaching to Aycha, and the 
Right beyond the Caſtle of Minden, burning all the

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another. Duting this, -our-Colurans advanced in the 
Plain, Four of ours marched to the; Left, on the fide 
of the Village of Grey«te/#, and the Four of the Im. 
perialiſts took the Right, towards the Village of Sehwy- 
nenback, leaving Wolperſtette and Berghanſes on the 
fame Hand. We. view the Rivolet which was be- 


. tween us and the Rnemies Army, and found that. it. 
would be difficult for the Horſes to paſs it, becauſe 


the Water was ſtanding on each ſide of the Bank, which 
were pretty high; and beſides the Ground was Mar- 
ſhy to the Right of Overklauwe, as alſo between On- 
derklauwe and the Water - Mills, but we were refolved 
to make the Paſſage eaſie, by the Planks of our Pon- 
tons and Faſcines. The Enemy brought all their Can- 
non down on that ſide to fire on us, and fo ſoon as 
Major General Wilts began to approach the- Mills, 
they fired furiouſly, and with ſome 20 Pounders, to 
hinder us from approaching the Marſh or the Rivület, 
which is calld. Haſelaersbrocct; it was then 8 a Clock. 
Thereupon, we brought ſome pieces of Cannon to the 
Left of the Village of - Ouderklauwe, on the great 
Road to Hochſtette, of which we formed two Bat- 
teries, one Exgliſb, and one Dutch, and, then Cano- 
naded one another. briskly 5 which did great Damage 
on both ſides, becauſe the Ground was level. Whillt 
the Imperialiſts advanced on their Right, the Ene- 
mies employ'd all their Batteries to Canonade them 
in their March : About Eleven of the Clock our Army 
being in Battalia in two Lines, except ſome few 
Squadrons which formed the Body of Referve : We

the Right Wing were ordered to provide themſelves 
with Faſcines. Prince Eugene being advanc'd fo far 
as he thought neceſſary to fall on the Enemies Left 
Wing, Orders were given for a general Attack, and 


it was about one of the Clock in the Afternoon 
when it was begun. Major General Vils being 


advanced to the Two Water-Mills, made the firſt On- - 


ſet according to his Orders, being ſupported by. my 
Lord Cutts: After which the Cannon fired very 


briskly, which was a Signal for the Army to fall 


on, and ſo they advanced towards the Enemy at 
that very Triſtant. The Inlantry under Major Gene- 
ral Mill, ſoon took Poſſeſſion of the two Mills, and

that of the main Body of the Army poſted them- 
ſelves, in the Village of Overtlawes, quite on our 


Right Wing, near the Rivulet between the Lime- 
kilns, having the Village of Overk/awen before them, 
m which were ſeveral Fatallions of the Enemy. But 
the Tmperialiſts could not attack them fo foon as we, 
becauſe the Ground where they were in Batallia 

was full of Hedges and Buſhes, ſo that they could 
not charge till half an hour after us: The Horſe on 
the Leſt Wing did not paſs the Rivulet without Difficul- 
ty, tor they ſtood the Fire of the Enemy a full Hour, 
having the Village of Pleyntheym in their Flank, and 
the Enemies Cavalry in their Front, by whom they 
were at firſt repulſed. But as they were well ſup- 
Ported , they drove the Enemy beyond the ſecond 
Rivulet called Meulweyer, at the Spring Head which 
is Mooriſh, from thence to the Hedges of the Villiage. 
Our Cavalry form'd their Body on the backſide of 
the Rivulet, ſuſtaining all the while the great Fire 
rom the Village, till at length the Infantry began 
18 to 
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to Line and Cover them: The reſt of the Horſe 
of our Left Wing, who were Danes and Fanoverians, 
paſſed the Rivulet in the middle of the Village of 
Onderklaweny, and on the right of it, but the Enemy 
attacking them, they were quickly beat back again 
over the ſame Revulet; but our Infantry ſuſtainm 
them, they rallyed and charged a ſecond time, which 
had no better Succeſs, But the third time the Duke 
of MARLBOROUGH —— himſelf brought up 
ſome Squadrons which were ſupported by ſome Im- 
perial Squadrons of the Body of Reſerve, made them 
advance with fome Batallions beyond the Reyuler , 
to drive the Enemies Foot out of the Village of Over- 
Klauwwen, from whence they gailed our Horſe in the 
Flank: Whereupon the Enemy began to retire. The 
Prince of Folſtein Beck, Major General, who was 
quite on the Right of our Foot, attacked alfo the 
Village of Over#/auwen. But as the Imperial Cavalry, 
was above two Musket Shot from lum, he had 
hardly paſſed the Rivulet with Three or Four Bat- 
tallions, but Eight or Nine out of the Village fell 
on them ſo ſuddenly, before the Regiments were 
formed, that that of Goor, which was on the Right 
Wing was entirely defeated, and the Prince of Holſtein 
Beck, diſperately wounded and taken Priſoner. On the 
Right Wing the Enemy drove back the Imperial Troops 
above a Hundred and Fifty Paces beyond the Place 
where they had formed themſelves in Batadlia; and 
Prince EUGENE returning to the Charge, had the Mi- 
fortune to be repulſed three ſeveral times with Los.

Seeing that things did not 
go ſo well on out Right Wing as on the Left; and that 
the Prince of Hlolſtein Beck was repulſed at the Village 
ot Overklauwen, the Duke oo MARLBOROUGH with 
admirable Preface of- Mind, thought it proper to caule 
roops of the Left Wing to Halt, and to 


draw down ſome Squadrons and Batallions, to take the 
Enemy in the Flank at Over#/awwen; but before they 
ure come there, we had Advice that Prince EUGENE

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| had attack d the Enemy the fourth time with good 


Succeſs; and that they retreated, ſetting Fire to the 
Villages of Overtlauwen and Lutzingen, Thereupon 
the Left Wing fell on again, and drove ſome of the 
Enemies Infantry into the Dauabe and took ſeveral 
pieces of Cannon, which towards the end of the Battle 
they carried away under a Guard, with a: Deſign to 

fave them. Our Cavalry having purſued the Enemy 
to the -Defile at Hochſtette, the Duke of MARLBO- 
ROUGH, thought it was time to ſtop his Troops, 


| becauſe Night came on, Prince EUGENE on his fide 
purſued the Left Wing which retired through the 


Wood, behind the Village of Lutzingen, and the Ca- 


valry on the ſide of Morſelingen, where that Prince 
ſtopt alſo. In the mean time the Seven and Twenty 


Batallions, and the Twelve Squadrons which were 


in the Villiage of * defended themſelves 
ſtill, and did not Surr 


der themſelves Priſoners of 
War, till about Eight at Night. We reckon that the 
Enemies Forces conſiſted of Eighty Seven Batallions, 


and an Hundred and Fifty Squadrons, and that they

were 24 -Pounders.;. and as for our Army, it con- 
ſiſted of Sixty Six Batallions, and 181 Squadrons, 
with Two and Fifty pieces of Cannon. The Enemy 
having paſſed the Defile before mentioned, poſted 
themſelves ſome time with their Right Wing in the 
Church yard at Hochſtette, and the Left at Donalte, 
and then retired by. Favour of the Night to Lauvin- 
gen. Our Troopsedrew up in the Dark along the 
Moraſs before mentioned, the Left Wing on the Da- 
whe, near Sonderen, and the Right Wing by Neder- 
vemningen.
